DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to tine Applicant's arguments and amendments filed on 
August 03, 2009 in which claims 1, 4, 20, and 30 have been amended. Claims 1, 3-4, 7, 
9-12, 14, 16-28, and 30 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 

view of the applicant's arguments and amendments, claims 1, 3-4, 7, 9-12, 14, 16-28, 
and 30, renumbered as 1-23, are allowable. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kiyomoto 
teaches detecting signal quality to check whether the detected signal quality satisfies 
predetermined conditions, the terminal detects the received field strength and the 
control unit compares the RSSI and Ec/lo with threshold values Ar and Ae, and a 
controller includes a system selection control. 

On the other hand, the Applicant teaches, inter alias, switch-over means for 
switching over one to another of the wireless communication units, wherein: if the 
terminal is busy with a call at a prescribed time, the terminal is scheduled to initiate 
execution of detection of reception of the threshold field level of a second 
communication system after the call ends, if the terminal is not busy at the prescribed 
time, the terminal initiates an execution of detection of the threshold level of the second 
communication, the terminal initiating the execution of detection of reception of the 
threshold field level of the second communication system when the reception of the 
threshold field of the first communication system that is currently selected has become

equal to or below a first threshold, and the terminal issues a notice to be displayed or a 
sound emitted by the speaker when the second communication has priority and 
communication is possible. These limitations, in conjunction with all limitation of the 
independent claims, have not been disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior 
arts of record.
